MOVEMENTS OF ‘OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 
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New York, Feb. 12—[{Spectal ]—Dvelyn 
Nesbit Thaw tomorrow will resume the wit- 
ness stand to tell the jury what she told hee 
husband about Stanford White's relations 
with young girls other than herself. 

In order to pave the way for this story the 
defense in the Thaw trial yesterday and to- 
day placed two alienists on the stand to prove 
that Harry Thaw's alleged insanity, heredt- 
tary in its inception, had been made so acute 
by some extraordinary shock that his mind 
was in that frengled state of streas and ex- 
citement that he killed Stanford White in the 
Geluded belief that he wae ridding the world 
of a moral monster. 


Swears to Thaw’s Insanity. 


The alienist today was Dr. Britton D. N- 
ans. He was positive in his belief that Thaw 
did not know he was doing wrong when he 
killed Stanford White. He declared it to be 
his opinion that Thaw was suffering from a 
brain storm or an explosive or fulminating 
condition of mental unsoundness at the 
time he shot and killed Stanford White. 

Dr. Evans gave many and elaborate rea- 
sons for his opinion, and during his examina- 
tion Mr. Delmas deftly brought the fact 
whereas Thaw was suffering from “ storm 
and stress when the alienist first visited 
him in August last, his condition had showh 
steady and gradual improvement until Oct. 
8, Thaw was more composed and delfber- 
ate. 

Mr. Delmas laid particular emphaels upon 
the importance of showing Thaw's condition 
of mind just subsequent to the tragedy, “ In 
order,” the Californian explained, that the 
jury, by means of the wreckage on the beach, 
may infer that there has been a storm upon 
the waters.” 


Due to “Mental Explosion,” 


Dr. Evans declared that the mental explo- 
sion which had induced Thaw to kill Stan- 
ford White had left its traces upon the de- 
fendant when he first visited him. As the 
result of his last visite he found that, while 
still suffering from an exaggerated opinion 
of self-importance, he was much improved. 
The improvement was not stationary during 
this time, he said, but progressive. 

All this, it is belleved, will enable the de- 
fense to recall Mrs. Thaw to the stand, and, 
unless plans decided upon late tonight are 
changed in the morning, she will be asked 
tomorrow to continue the récital 6f the atory 
she told Harry Thaw of Stanford White's 
relations with other young girls. 


Thaw’s 36th Birthday. 

Today was Harry Thaw's thirty-eixth 
birthday, and several of his relatives and 
friends sent him little gifts. His wife visited 
him for a few moments before court was 
called. Altogether he was in a pleasant 
frame of mind when he walked Into the court- 
room. 

When he made his first appearance in court 
Thaw kept his eyes fixed on the judge while 
walking down the aisle from the pen door, 
still kept them there as he removed his over- 
coat and found his place at the table, and 
kept looking at Justice Fitzgerald for several 
minutes afterward, apparently in an effort 
to extract some kind of a morning greeting 
from his honor. If that was his purpose it 
failed signally, for Justice Fitagerald did not 
appear to notice that the defendant had ar- 
rived. 

All the time that the lawyers were disputing 
and the court was passing judgment on their 
arguments Harry Thaw sat at the table 
among his lawyers quite as i it were all about 
somebody else. He wore a bored expression 
for a good part of the time and when he 
couldn't stand it any longer he dived into a 
book that one of the lawyers had brought 
with him. When thie failed to interest him 
he turned hisattention toa newspaper. This 
was his refuge during the long and sleepy 
moments during which Lawyer Delmas was 
propounding that endless hypothetical ques- 
tion for Dr. Evans to answer. 


Jerome’s Battle with Delmas. 

The sensational feature of the day was the 
wordy battle between District Attorney Je- 
rome and Mr. Delmas, when the latter asked 
the now famous hypothetical question of Dr. 
Britton D. Evans. 

Dr. Evans was for many years assistant 
superintendent of the Maryland Hospital for 
the Insane and was afterward superintend- 
ent of the State Hospital for the Feeble Mind- 
ed. In 1892 he became superintendent of the 
hospital at Morris Plains, N. J., where, he 
said, there was an average of 1,800 patients. 

Dr. Evans said he had written and spoken 
a great deal on the subject of insanity and 
that he had appeared in a majority of the 
important cases in New Jersey where mental 
derangement or incapacity had to do with 
the matter under investigation. In several 
cases, the witness declared, he had repre- 
sented both the prosecution and the defense 
by consent of counsel and under appoint- 


ment by the court. 


Long Delay Reading Letters. 

Before being asked the now famous hypo- 
thetical question, Dr. Evans was given the 
Thaw letters to read. This he did with so 
much care and deliberation that an hour and 
three-quarters had passed before he came 
to the end of the last one. Then the battle 
began: 

„After reading these letters, have you 
been able to form an opinion as to the mental 
condition of the author at the time they were 
written?’ asked Mr. Delmas. 

T have.“ 

„Then, doctor, listen closely to what I 
am about to ask you.” Mr. Delmas then 
read from the stenographic report of yester- 
day’s proceedings the hypothetical question 
covering the entire Nesbit-Thaw- White story 
as it appears in the evidence, and which was 
asked of Dr. Charles G. Wagner, who, it will 
be recalled, gave it as his opinion that Thaw 
was in such a mental condition at the time 
of the tragedy that he did not know his act 
was wrong. . 

Jerome Begins His Fight. 

When the hypothetical question was com- 
pleted, Mr. Delmas asked Dr. Evans: 

„ ask you to state on these facts and 
the light of the letters you have read what 
was the mental condition of the defendant, 
assuming that the defendant is the young 
man whom I have described?”’

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15,000 OPERATORS MAY QUIT, 


Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany Faces a Complete Tieup.

STRIKE MAY HIT ROADS. 


Union Ready for Hostile Action Over 
Country Through Discharge of 9. 


The country is facing the prospect of 4 
paralysis of allthe Western Union telegraph 
lines, through a strike’ of 15,000 operators in 
twenty-two of the chief cities. 

The railroad telegraph service, the dis- 
patching of trains, and even the handling of 
the mails also is placed in jeopardy by the 
situation which has arisen between the West- 
ern Union company and its employés over 
the discharge of nine men in the Chicago 
offices. 

Announcement went out from the head- 
quarters of the Commercial Telegraphers’ 
union last night that negotiations looking to- 
ward a settlement of the trouble have been 
abandoned. The dead silence which the 
company officials here maintained tended to 
confirm the report. 


Conference Attempt a Failure. 

A final effort made in the afternoon on the 
part of the operators to obtain a confer- 
ence with the company managers was a fail- 
ure. This was a repetition of the experience 
of the operators on Monday, when their re- 
quest for the reinstatement of the nine men 
was ignored by the local superintendents. 

President Sam J. Small, head of the oper- 
ators’ union, regarded the reception which 
the committee received at the hands of Gen. 
Supt. Cook as eo hostile that he called a spe- 
cial conference of the local executive board 
of the union in the Monon building and ad- 
vised radical action. 

He said a strike seemed inevitable. The 
members of the board agreed with him. They 
said they were ready to place the matter in 
the hands of the national officials of the 
union. 

For this purpose a special massmeeting of 
the Western Union operators was called for 
next Sunday afternoon, when such action 
probably will be taken. 


Ready for Strike Order. 

“I am ready to issue a strike order within 
twenty-four hours after I am placed in charge 
of the situation,” said President Small. It 
will affect the whole country.” 

He declared he was not unaware of the 
ha voc which such an edict would cause to the 
commerce of the nation. Its effect, he assert- 
ed, has been well considered by himeelf and 
his assistants. 

“It would mean probably a paralysis of 
all Western Union telegraph Unes from the 
Atiantic to the Pacific coast, he said. “ In 
addition, the railroad telegraphers are count- 
ed on by us to lend assistance. Under our 
working agreement with the Order cf Rail- 
way Telegraphers we may demand sympa- 
thetic action at any time when we are on 
strike. No commercial messages would be 
handled by the railroad operators, and, of 
course, this would mean trouble between the 


roads and their employés.”’ 


Life or Death for Union. 

President Small justified the attitude of the 
union by stating his belief that it is a case of 
life or death for the organization. The West- 
ern Union company, he said, has indicated 
that it will not tolerate organization among 
its employés. A deaf ear has been turned to 
all appeals for redress originating with the 
union. The discharge of the nine Chicago 
operators, he said, could only be interpreted 
as a move calculated to bring on strife. The 
union, he said, will fight to survive, if it en- 
gages in the strike. 

The strength of the union in the Western 
Union offices is variously estimated. Accord- 
ing to the telegraphers, about 90 per cent of 
the 700 employés here are union members. 
The company officials say the union is much 
weaker than that 

In the twenty-one other cities where the 


| 


| union has been under course of organization, 


the leaders claim nearly as large a propor- 
tion of membership. The total number of 
employés of the company is said to be about 
18,000. Those who could be counted on to 
join in the strike are estimated at 15,000. 


Trouble Starts with “Pledges.” 


The trouble which led up td the present 
crisis began last December, when cards con- 
taining “ pledges ™ were circulated. Every 
man who signed the “ pledge” obligated 
himself to join the union when a certain 
number of signatures had been obtained. 
The work was done secretly. 

Just after New Year's petitions containing 
a list of grievances of the employés began 
to flood the office of Col. R. C. Clowry, the 
president of the Western Union company, 
in New York. Higher wages, shorter hours, 
and changes in conditions and rules were 
demanded. The union still remained in the 
background. 

The employés waited in vain for a reply to 
their petitions. Another letter was ad- 
dressed to President Clowry from the differ- 
ent cities, but no response was received. 

Meanwhile the union kept on organizing. 
Operators employed by the Western Union 
were initiated secretly in squads of twenty. 


‘Discharge Urges Action. 


The discharge two weeks ago of G. H. 
McDonald, an operator in the Chicago main 
office, who had been active in the organiza- 
tion, wae the first disturbance. When two 
more “union” operators were let out the 
following day the union officials say they 
became apprised that their members were 
being “ discriminated ” against. 

Last Friday six more men received notice 
of discharge, bringing the total of those who 
had suffered to nine. 

A meeting of the union then wae called 
with the result that President Small hurried 
here from Washington. In anticipation of 
trouble at that, time, he ordered a careful 
survey of the financial resources of the op- 
erators’ union. It is said that a 10 per cent 
assessment on the 57,000 members of the or- 
ganization may be necessary if the strike is 
called. 


FLEEING BANKER SHOWN 
TO BE HEAVY DEFAULTER. 


Treasurer of New Britain, Conn., Sav- 
ings Institution Short $150,000— 
Police Informed He Has Been Found. 


Hartford, Conn., Feb. 12.—[Special. }]—It 
was discovered today that William F. Walk - 
er, treasurer of the Savings Bank of New 
Britain, is a heavy defaulter. There is a 
shortage of at least $150,000 in the savings 
bank, perhaps more. Besides, there is a fear 
that the permanent fund of the Connecticut 
Baptist convention, of which Mr. Walker was 
treasurer, may have wholly or partially dis- 
appeared. 

A committee representing the stockholders 
of the bank came to New York today, and 
shortly after a mysterious message went to 
police headquarters asking the local force 
not to look for Walker any more as he had 
been found. Mr. Walker's son went to New 
Britain this afternoon. 

As soon as the mysterious disappearance 
of Treasurer Walker became known in New 
Britain yesterday morning a run started on 
the bank, and $80,000 had been drawn out 
before the close of business for the day. The 
run began again this morning, but with less 
excitement, about $75,000 being drawn out. 

The trustees of the bank include some of 
the wealthiest men in New Britain, and they 
have given the public assurance that no de- 


positor shall lose a cent.

BLUNDER AT SEA 
COSTS 150 LES, 


Crowded Providence Steamer Is 
Sent to Bottom by Schooner 
In Winter Storm. 


ZERO COLD KILLS SCORES. 


Only 19 Survive Fightful Sea Tragedy 
They bun Ashore, After Wight of 
Frightfel Agony In Open Boats, 


ENDS SUFFERING WITH SUICIDE, 


Rock Island, R. I., Feb. 12.—[Speciah }— 
The Joy line steamer Larchmont left Provi- 
dence last night for New York with nearly — 
200 persons aboard. Tonight the Larchmom 
is at the bottom of the sound, and of all those 
who sailed on it only nineteen are alive to 
tell the story of the moet frightful winter 
sep disaster tm the long secerd of Gegete 
om the coast. 

In the gale that swept the sound last 
night, and in zero cpld turned the spray 
into ice, the Larchmont was run down by the 
three masted schooner Harry Knowlton, 
For just ten minutes after the crash, long 
enough to let most of the half clad pas- 
sengers. pile into boats and life rafts, the 
steamer remained afloat, Then it sank, 


At Least-150 Perish. 

Tonight, mort than twenty-four hours 
after the waters ot the sound closed over 
the Larchmont, it iu not known accurately 
how many perished. The lowest estimate 
places the number at 150, but it cannot be 
stated accurately until the vessel's passen- 
ger list is obtained. That given to the purser 
before the Larchmont left . went 
down with the ship.

ashore forty-eight bodies. These are strewn 
along the coast of Block island incased is 
solid caskets of ice. 


Dead and Living in Same Boat. 

This morning just after dawn, more thaa 
seven hours after the collision, one of the 
Larchmont’s lifeboats drifted into Block 
Island harbor. In the boat were the bodies 
of some who had died from the ee 
fects of long hours of exposure to «@ 
death dealing temperature and some still 
alive, whose suffering was so intense 
that they seemed oblivious to the fact that 
éeath was in their midst and that they had 
escaped only by virtue of their ability te 
withstand suffering beyond the limit of hu 
man endurance. 

The Larchmont was equipped with eight 
boats and four life rafts. Late tonight five 
boats had reached the island or been account- 
ed for, several were empty, and only one of 
the four life rafte has been accounted for, 
That was picked up two miles off the island. 
On this raft were seven bodies. Men and 
women were found clutching each other and 
frozen solid. 

Frightful Ordeal on Raft. 

Late this afternoon there was picked up 
a part of the steamer’s hurricane deck, on 
which there were found seven of the pas- 
eengers and crew alive. The deck of the 
steamer when fit sank wae broken up and 
there floated away on part of it a little com- 
pany of sixteen persons, several of them 
women. Almost instantly, the survivors 
said, two men and a woman were washed 
overboard. Six died from the cold later and 
their bodies were washed off. 

The seven drifted helpless before the wing 
on the plece of wreckage, clutching hold of 
the boards as beet they could and praying 
that assistance might come. Fortunately 
the wind took them past the northeast point 
of Block island, and as they were drifting 
by a fishing boat sighted them, and the 
seven, more dead than alive, were brought | 
to the island. 

Among the survivors is the captain, Georgs 
W. McVey, of the Larchmont, and six of 
his crew. His boat was the first to reach 
the island shortly after d o'clock this 
morning. So great were the sufferings 
of those in thie boat that one man, 4 pas- 
esenger, deliberately cut his throat, unable to 


endure them any longer. 


Bodies Drifting Ashore. 
Bodies have been washed ashore at many 


points along the sound. Over forty heve 
come ashore on Block island. There is 
nothing so far beyond these bodies constantly 
coming ashore to indicate what has been the 
fate of the 100 or more passengers yet unac- 
counted for. 

It ie the beltef of the captain that a large 
number got in the boats, but apparently be 
did not wait to see whether they did or not. 
Every boat had officers and crews assigned to 
them in case of accident, but even property 
manned, it seems doubtful whether or not 


they could have reached shore, owing to the ae 3 
gale that was blowing and even worse, the . Fe

Perish in Deadly Cold. 


From the stories of the survivors it would gt f 
seem that it was the cold more than any- =

Au ot the bodies washed ashore have been 


tronen stiff. Women and little children, al- 


most unclad, were in these boats. The sea 
froze as it fell on them. The sailore and 
men pulling at the oars in many cases had 
to fall back benumbed, and it was only by 
the indomitable will of a few of the men that 


ize the two boats ever reached Block island to 


tell the story of this tragedy. 

The Block island shore is about seven miles 
from theecene of the collision. The mainland 
was only three miles away, but it was impos- 
sible to pull the boats in thet direction, be- 
cause of the northwest wind that was blow- 
tne. Those who have reached the island say 
that all that could be done was to run before 
the wind and try to keep the boats headed 
towards the island. Some of the boats, with 
erews benumbed and helpless, may have 
Grifted out to sea. 

Two Versions of Disaster. 

Two different versiorts_of the cause of the 
collision which resulted in the sinking of the 
gteamer and also of the schooner are given by 
the masters of the two vessels. 

Capt. McVey of the Larchmont says that it 
was due to the schooner suddenly luffing and 
thet it appeared to be unmanageable. Those 
on the schooner say that the Larchmont tried 
te cross the bows of their ship, which had 
the right ef wey, and that it was clearly.an 


"error of judgment on the part of the men at 


the Larchmont’s wheel. 


Salvation Army Party Lost. 
The Larchmont, a side wheel steamer which 


“was only put into the Joy line service during 


the present season, left its dock in Providence 
fast night with a heavy cargo of freight and 


a heavy passenger list. 
The Larchmont’s passengers came from va- 


tious New England points, and many were 
returning to their homes in New York. In 
the party were a lot of Providence people. 
Among the passengers were forty-seven Sal- 
vation army members belonging to the 
Gwedish corps, seven being from Providente. 
They were under orders to report at the 
headquarters in New York. 
Gale Howls Over Tragedy. 

A strong northwest wind was blowing 

as the eteamer went down the east-

[frost and which eo bemumbed feet that the 
passengers and members of the crew 
stumbled rather than walked to the small 
craft in which they were to leave the sink- 
ing ship. 

Shrieks of agonized pain drowned the roar 
of the inrushing water. Pandemonium 
reigned, but in spite of it the women on 
board, suffering more intensely than the 
men, were placed in lifeboats, the male pas- 
sengers and members of the crew selecting 
the unprotected rafts as their place of es- 
cape. 

Strongest Men Numb and Helpless. 

Capt. McVey remained on the upper deck 


directing his officers and crew until every 
one on board appeared to have been cared 
for. He ordered all lifeboats and rafts out 
away, and before stepping into his own boat 
he stood on the upper deck a moment to see 
that his order was executed. Then he or- 
dered that his boat, the largest on board, 
be cleared away. 

Before the men had an opportunity to 
loosen the tackles the bottom of the boat 
rested on top of the surging sea which was 
raging over the hurricane deck, and for a 
moment it seemed as if the lifeboat would be 
dragged down before it could be freed from 
the doomed steamer. 

Every. hand in the boat was too cold to 
handle a knife and cut the ropes, which, 
however, slipped through the tackles and 
set the boat adrift just as the vessel became 
submerged. The pitiable condition of the 
passengers was increased a hundred fold 
the moment they had launched their boats. 
Every waye sent its dash of spray over the 
boats and their contents. 

Soon a thin coating of ice enveloped every~ 


one. Those who were fully clothed suffered 
from frozen faces and numbed feet, but there 


were many whe had on only their night 
clothes. 

One man in the captain's boat, although 
dressed warmer than many others, was sud- 
denly driven insane by his intense suffering. 
He pulled a big clasp knife from his pocket 
and gashed his throat. Noone staid his hand 
and again he plunged his knife into his throat. 
Those who eat near him either were too dazed 
to interfere or looked upon the act of self-

Captain's Mind in a Maze. 

Capt. McVey was so overcome by the énor- 
mity of the disaster that for a time he Was un- 
able to give a lucid account of what had hap- 
pened after the ship had gonedown. Shortly 
after his arrival here the captain said that he 
had on board his ship between 150 and 200 
passengers and a crew of 50 : 
Later, he said there were between fifty and 
seventy-five passengers on board the steamer 
when the vessel went down. The later figure, 
however, is far below the estimate made by 
the officials of the Joy line at Providence, 
who estimated the number of passengers at 
not less than 150. The exact number of 
passengers was given in a list which was 
handed the purser just before the Larchmont 
started on its fateful journey, but it is be- 
lieved that it was lost when the ship went 
down. 


Fight for Life Lasts Seven Hours. 
Capt. McVey said that had his crew been 


able to make progress against the northwest 
gale they would have landed at Fisher's is- 
land between 12 and 1 o'clock The wind, 
however, was too strong to be overcome, 
and there was nothing left for the suffering 
seamen but turn around and head for Block 
island, fifteen miles away. It was shortly 
after 11 o'clock when the captain of the boat 
cut away from the sinking steamer, and it 
was not until 6:30 o’clock in the morning 
that it arrived at Block island It seemed, 
the captain said, as though the seven hours’ 
struggle against the elements were an eter- 
nity, and not a soul in the boat expected to 
eurvive the excruciating suffering to which 
they were subjected. 


Crew of Schooner Blamed. 

Capt. McVey asserted with emphasis that 
the crew of the schooner was responsible for 
the wreck. He said that had the sailing 
vessel held true to the course which it was 
salling when it was sighted, there would have 
been no possible chance of an accident. 

The schooner, however, suddenly luffed and 
crashed into the port side of the Larchmont, 
almost as soon as the helmsman had ported 
their wheel. Capt. McVey said: 

“We left Providence at 7 o'clock. A brisk 
northwest wind was blowing and we were 
off Watch hill at about ll o'clock. I had gone 
below to look over the passengers and freight, 
leaving a good pilot and quartermaster in the 
pilot house. I returned to the pilot house, 
passing through there on my way to my room. 
Everything was O. K. in the pilot house as 1 
stepped into my room, and prepared to re- 
tire for the night. 


Crash Comes Without Warning. 

„ Suddenly I heard the pilot blowing dan- 
ger signals, and I hurried into the pilot 
house. There was a schooner on the port 
side and its crew seemed to have lost control 
of it. Witheut warning it luffed up, and 
before we had an opportunity to do a thing 
it was heading for us. The quartermaster 
and pilot put the wheel hard aport, but the 
schooner was sailing along before a fresh 
breeze and in a moment it had crashed into 
our portside, directly opposite the smoke- 
stack. | 
I tried to signal to the engineer and mate, 
but the collision had broken the main steam- 
pipe, filling that part of the boat with steam 
ahd cutting off communication with the pilot 

“ After cutting into our vessel the schooner 
tell away and disappeared to the leeward. I 
sent the quartermaster below, and in a few 


minutes he reported that the ship was filling 


„When I saw that everybody was making 
ready to escape as fast as possible I went 
to my boat, which was hanging on the davits, 
and took into it six of the crew and four 
passengers. When the steamer had settled 
almost to the water’s edge we cleared away 
after we had made sure thet there were no 
passengers on board who had not been taken 
care of. After our boat dropped into the 
water we remaimed in the immediate vicinity 
until the steamer sank and then pulled away. 
The boat was a heavy one, and we found it 
impossible to row to windward, so we turned 
to the leeward and started for Block island. 

“The cold was terrible. We struggied 
for hours and hours, and the pain from our 
frostbitten hands and feet was almost un- 
bearable. One of our men, a seaman, be- 
came crazed and committed suicide in the 
boat by cutting his throat. No one in the 
boat had strength enough to stop him. We 
arrived here at 6:20 o’clock in the morning, 
much exhausted and frozen.” 


No Confusion, Captain Says. 

In another talk Capt. McVey of the steam- 
boat said: There was no confusion. I 
ordered the men to their stations and they 
obeyed instantly. I went to my boat as the 
drill provides. It was on the windward side 
and we had difficulty in launching it. We 
took aboard all the boat would hold. We 
had to row to leeward to keep afloat at first. 
We had the boat in the water only a few 
minutes when the ship went down. Some 
must have gone down on it, how many I 
don’t Know. 

“As soon as the steamer had gone down 
we saw three or four boats, They seemed to 
be full. It was pretty dark. We also saw 
two other steamers. They were some dis- 
tance away. One was the Providence of 
the Fall river line. The other was the Ken- 
nebec of the Enterprise line. They knew 
nothing of our distress and kept on west- 
ward. We put out a drag and let the wind 
take us, rowing when we could. In that way 
we made the island.” 


Schooner’s ,Crew Escapes. 
After the collision the Larchmont drifted 


to port and away from the schooner. The 
schooner had its bowsprit carried away and 
its bow was smashed, so that it began to 
take water. Its crew thought that the steam- 
er was not as badly damaged as their vessel 
was, they say, and bent their efforts toward 
making land. They finally beached it about 
a mile from the life saying station, where 
it lies in about twenty feet of waters Of 
the crew, consisting of the skipper and five 
men, not a man was lost. All of them were 
taken care of by the life savers. This aft- 
ernoon the captain of the schooner told the 
following story: 

“TI never shall quite understand how this 
accident occurred. The night was dark, but 
starry, and it was not thick. We left New 
York yesterday with a cargo of coal, bound 
for Boston, and were making fair progress 
through the sound. A long time before the 
accident happened we had sighted the Larch- 
mont as it steamed steadily to the westward. 
All its lights were seen. Some of the crew 
were on deck a while, and we spoke of the 
picture that the Larchmont made, all lighted 
up. Then we saw that the steamer seemed 
to be heading directly for us. 


Expected Steamer to Turn Out. 

“I remember that I looked up at our 
lights, which were burning all right, and 
of course I expected that the steamer would 
look out for us. But it kept right on. Some 
of us shouted a warning, and one member of 
the crew blew a horn constantly. I scarcely 
knew what to do. I did not dare attempt to 
tack to clear the path of the steamer because 
I thought it would turn out for us. 

“When it was right ahead of us there was 
nothing for us to do but to hit it. The blow 
was a bad one. I thought we were going 
down at once, as the schooner quivered and 
then reeled backward, with the bowsprit, 
the jibboom, and the rigging forward car- 
ried away. The water rushed in at once. 
The steamer lurched badly to starboard 
when we struck it, and then it continued on its 
way. It did not seem to be badly damaged. 

Capt. Haley then proceeded to narrate the 


experiences of himself and crew in working

was launched. Eventually all reached the 
shore safely at Watch hill. 

The exact moment of the collision is fixed 
by Capt. Haley as being 10:45 p. m. and the 
place of the accident about three miles off 
Watch hill, 


Search Sound for Bodies. 

As soon as news of tns disaster reached 
the Joy line officials immediate steps were 
taken not only to care for those who had 
reached shore but to search the sound for 
victims of the wreck who might have found 
it impossible to reach land. The Scott 
Wrecking company of New London, Conn., 
was requested to senda tug up the sound to 
search for bodies, Mfeboats, and rafts, and 
the lighthouse board was requested to dis- 
patch any boats at its disposal on a similar 
errand 

Shortly before noon the Joy line steamer 
Kentucky left for Block island and it reached 
here early in the evening, The news of the 
Gcisaster spread across the island with in- 
credible awiftness and two or three hours 
after. daylight nearly every inhabitant was 
down at the water side braving the piercing 
cold and awaiting an opportunity to assist 
the victims of the shipwreck. Ngarly every 
survivor was in a condition so thoroughly 
helpless that the rescuers were unable to 
keep back the sympathetic tears which filled 
their eyes. 


Survivors’ Condition Frightful. 

Every victim's face bore Siga of terrible 
and long continued suffering. Scarcely one 
of them realized when the boat was hauled 
upon the beach that they had at last reached 
a harborof refuge. Many who did realize it 
seemed not to care, for they still suffered in- 
describable pein from the arms and legs 
which hung helplessly as their bodies were 
borne to nearby cottages. 

Even while these helpless sufferers were re- 
ceiving the tender care of the natives, bodies 
began to wash ashore from the direction of 
the sunken steamer. At first there was only 
one, then there weretwo, and three, and four, 
and soon the natives were as busy hauling the 
bodies out of the surf as they were in suc- 
coring those who had stood upon the tiresh- 
hold of death, but had not entered. 


Woman’s Story of Horror. 

This is one story of personal experience told 
tonight by one of the few survivors, Mrs, 
Harris Feldman of Providence, as she sat 
in the north side life saving station: 

“It was awful. I was in my cabin with my 
husband when I heard the sudden tooting of 
the alarm whistle of the Larchmont. I knew 
something terrible was to happen. It was 
a premonition straight from heaven thank 
God. I awakened my husband, and, getting 
on our outer clothes, we made our way to the 
deck. We had not reached it before there 
was a crunching, grinding sound, and the 
steamer stopped and shook like a leaf. Then 
there was a lurch forward and we seemed 
to be moving again. 

“I could hear the cries of men in the boat 
ahead that had lurched away from us and 
then came the real terror. The shock of 
the collision had awakened those who slept 
in cabins and those who elept in crowded 
corridors. 


Passengers in Wild Panic. 

Men and women began crying and run- 
ning about like mad people. Thesailors, too, 
seemed stunned for a moment, but soon they 
began calling out orders and crying out that 
everything would be allright. Our steamer 
meanwhile started forward at full speed, I 
suppose, but we lurched about and I imagine 
the steering gear was not right. Before long 
we could see the cliffs which proved to be 
Block island, and the steamer began settling. 

“I never shall forget that moment. We 
all semeed 80 helpless, so utterly beyond 
human aid. In the agonized cries of fright- 
ened women and the hoarse shouts of men, I 
suddenly felt my husband seize my arm and 
force me to where they had started to lower 
the captain's longboat. Men were climbing 
in, but my husband and some man I don't 
know lifted mein. It was bitterly cold, but at 
that time I did not feelit. We were lowered 


safely and were tossed about on huge seas. 


Sings a Hymn as Death Comes, 
Then in the darkness I screamed in ter- 
| ror as I saw the great vessel suddenly turch 
to one side and slowly settle into the water. 
All my life I can never forget those cries 
of anguish and terror that arose from those 
who sank with that ship that disappeared 


Mrs. Feldman appeared on the list of miss- 
ing. It is explained that there were two 
couples named Feldman on board the vessel. 
The first names of the husbands, however, 
are slightly different. According to the 
latest and most authentic list of those miss- 
ing it appears that Harry Feldman and his 
wife are missing, while Harris Feldman and 
his wife were among the survivors. 
Nineteen Alive, Officials Say. 

New York, Feb. 12.—[Special.]—The first 
authentic information of the Larchmont 
disaster that came to the Joy Une officials 
was at 10 o'clock tonight by long distance 
telephone from Block island and was given 
by Capt. Gray of the Joy line steamer 
Kentucky, that left Fall River for the scene 
early today. 

Capt. Gray reported to Gen. Supt. Noble 
that when he arrived at Block island this 
evening he found that there had been landed 
there nineteen persong who were alive, 
though some were suffering greatly and that 
there were on the shore forty-two corpses. 

In telling of the report made by Capt Gray 
Supt. Noble said that the crew of the Ken- 
tucky immediately upon its arrival near the 
point where the Larchmont is lying, about 
five miles west of Watch Hill, R. I., put out 
in small boats and made an inspection of the 
wrecked vessel. No one was found aboard, 
and Capt. Gray said that there was about 
five feet of water in the state-toms on the 
hurricane deck. The sea, the captain re- 
ported, was breaking over it and it would 
undoubtedly be a complete wreck, 


Bodies in Blocks of Ice. 

The Kentucky then steamed to Block 
Island and anchored off the spot where the 
survivors landed in the small boats. Capt. 
Gray again ordered his crew to the boats 
and he was rowed ashore, 

As he neared the shore the captain said 
that he saw huge blocks of ice and wondered 
at first what they could be. As he neared 
the beach he said that he discovered that 
the blocks of ice covered human bodles. 

“It was the most horrible sight I ever 
saw, the captain reported. There were 
thirty bodies strewn along the beach and 
all of them were incased in ica The ice 
was several inches thick.“ 

Women Dead in Boats. 

After making an examination of the bodies 
Capt. Gray went to the rowboats in which 
those Who had survived had abandoned the 
Larchmont. In the bottom of the boats he 
found twelve bodies and several of them 
were women, These, the captain said, had 
been frozem to death in the boat while drift. 
ing about im the sound. 

Capt. Gray them hurried to the lighthouse, 
about half a mile away, where he found 
those who had been saved. They had heen 
carried from the beach by farmers and those 
employed im the lighthouse. The names of 
those who were saved, the captain said, he 
was unable to get because of their precarious 
condition. 

Capt. Gray directed his crew and the farm- 
ers to carry the bodies from the beach and 
those which were in the boats to the light- 
house, where they were placed outside. It 
was first thought advisable to thaw the 
ice off the bodies, but finally it was decided 
to allow them to remain as they were until 
they were taken charge of by the undertek- 
ers. 

Purser Too Weak to Talk. 

Capt. Gray said that Capt. McVey was in a 
serious condition. He, with Purser Oscar 
Young, were the last to leave the Larchmont, 
and during all the night they fought the 
storm. When they were taken to the light- 
house both were in an exhausted condition. 

Capt. McVey became unconscious soon 
after he was rescued. Purser Young's con- 
dition is also serious, and the other survivors 
are all in a precarious condition. Two sur- 
geons from Fall River brought by Capt. Gray 
administered restoratives. 

During the few minutes that Purser Young 
was conscious, Capt. Gray reported that the 
purser said there were either 75 or 105 pas- 
sengers on the vessel. He was unable to make 
out becausé of the low voice of the purser. In

Leavenworth, Kas., Feb. 12.—Sidney 8. 
Burbank, former Meutenant in the United 
States army, was released today from the 
federal penitentiary after serving fifteen 
months following his conviction by court 
martial of embezzling company funds and 
of other conduct unbecoming an officer.

PLAN TO DYNAMITE NONUNION 
MEN GIVEN IN COURT. 


Michael Kelly, Former Confidant of 
„Car, Tells of Desires of “Boss” 
te Blew Up Building at 20 Lake 
Street—Shows Up Methods of Slug- 
gers and Their Wages—Other Wit- 
mésses Relate Wish of Alleged 
Conspirator te “Loot.” 


The plot charged to Car Shea whereby 
he proposed to dynamite the building at 20 
Lake street during the teamsters' strike and 
thereby blow scores of nonunion men to 
atoms was retold by Michael Kelly, a former 
confidant of Shea, last evening before Judge 
Kevanagh. 

Kelly, who is a member of the police force, 
now detailed in the state’s attorney's office, 
was businese agent and secretary of the 
Market Drivers’ unlon, and was summoned 
by Shea to enforce the embargo against ho- 
tele and other places which served nonunion 
men. 

Kelly told of the methods of sluggers 
and of instructions he had heard given*them 
by Shea. He also said that sluggers were 
paid $8 a day for their efforts. A book which 
he showed was introduced in evidence by 
Assistant State’s Attorney Miller. 

When asked if he had had a conversation 
with Shea regarding the pickets Kelly said: 

“Yes. He (Shea) said they would have to 
get busy or get off the pay roll. Complaint 
was made that they were not being paid, 
and Robert Noren gave me $100 to pay them 
with. Sumner said the men should have a 
password, and suggested the word ‘slug.’ 
Objection. was made and ‘picket’ was 
adopted.“ ö 


Shea Wanted Dynamiters. 


When asked regarding the dynamite 
charge, Kelly said: 

“Shéa asked me about dynamite users 
He said he knew a couple down in Pennsy!- 
vania, but he was not sure he could/get them 
here. He sald he wanted them to blow up 
the building at 20 Lake street. I told him 
1 would not be a party to such a thing.“ 

The witness further said that in April, 1905, 
he told Shea in the presence of Al Young 
that be had seen Harry Gibbone men haul- 
ing boxes from some of the blacklisted firms. 

“Who's running this strike?’ Kelly cred- 
ited Shea with saying. 

“T told bim,“ said Kelly, that he was, 
but I didh’t believe it right to discriminate.” 

The witness on cross examination said he 
had turned state’s evidence because of his 
desire to be honest. He admitted that he 
had served a term in the penitentiary when 
he was a boy. 

Tells of Blockades, 


Michael Murphy, formerly a member of 
the coal teamsters’ union, took the stand in 
the morning session and told of the block- 
addes in the different parte of the city. He 
told of the conversations he had with Shea 
relative to the formation of blockades and 
the work of the wrecking crews, He was 
followed on the stand by William Kelly, 
also a former member of the coal teamsters’ 
union, who said: 

“Shea made the remark that there was 
considerable ‘junk’ if a fight could de 
started between Sears, Roebuck & Co. and 
Montgomery Ward & Co.

Testimony in the Forenoon. 

Because of this fact Dr. Evans was, next to 
Mrs. Evelyn Thaw, the most interesting 
witness who so far has appeared for the de- 
fense. 

He began his testimony in the morning by 
stating in response to a question from Mr. 
Delmas that he knew Harry K. Thaw. He 
first saw him on Aug. 4, 1906, in the Tombs, 
and in all visited him eight times. 

Dr. Evans said he was alone on the visits 
of Aug. 4and Oct.1. At other times he was 
accompanied by Dr. Charles G. Wagner, who 
testified yesterday. He declared he noticed 
on his visits to the Tombs that Thaw suf- 
fered from forms of insanity characterized 
by “an exaggerated eso including adoles- 
cent insanity, the latter due to heredity, Thaw 
also exhibited symptoms of having recently 
undergone an.explosive, or fulminating con- 
dition of mental unsoundness. 


How Thaw Was Insane. 


What during those visits did you observe 
in the mental condition of Mr. Thaw?’ 

“On the first visit on Aug. 4 he exhibited 
a peculiar facial expression, glaring of the 
eye, restlessness of the eye, suspicion of his 
surroundings and of me, nervous agitation, 
and restiessness such as comes from a severe 
brain storm common in those who have re- 
cently gone through an explosive or fulminat- 
ing condition of mental unsoundness. He 
exhibited delusions of a personal character, 
an ted ego, and along with them 
delusions of a persecutory character. He 
thought himself of exaggerated importance 
and believed himself persecuted by a number 
of persons. 

By an exaggerated ego Dr. Evans sald 
he meant a disproportionate idea of impor- 
tance of self, a belief that oneis clothed with 
powers, capacity, and ability far above nor- 
mal or above those actually possessed.” 

These symptoms, he said, were character- 
istic of several mental diseases. 

One of the mental diseases indicated by 
Thaw’s actions, Dr. Evans declared, is known 


of the development period of life—from 10 
to 40 years. The person thus afflicted is known 
ag having a psychopathic taint. a predisposi- 
tion to mental unsoundnessa, the result of 
heredity. 


Three Forms of Insanity. 

Another form of insanity indicated,” said 
the witnees, “‘ is known as paranolad or fixed 
insanity on some subject. The third is mani- 
acal, where the patient jumps from one idea 
to another These forms and others are 
ch terized by the exaggerated ego They 
are well defined forms about which there can 
be no difference of opinion”’ 

Is there any specific name, doctor,” asked 
Mr. Delmas, “‘ given to that form of insanity 
wherein one imagines himself omnipresent— 
the ruler of the world?” 

That is included in the forms of insanity 
to which I have referred. Both adolescent 
insanity and paranoiad insanity are charac- 
terized by delusions as to self-importance and 
exaggerated ego. In adolescent insanity the 
patient exhibits no marked symptoms. But 
when the stress comes [Dr. Evans took on a 
Geclamatory tone of voice] the man does not 
break down as the ordinary or normal man 
would. There is a lete loss of mental 
balance, an explosive condition of the brain, 
the reason becomes dethroned, the will power 
is lost, and the brain is operating as a ship 
does in the wind without a rudder—the val- 
Ance wheel is gone. 

The acts of such a man are not the acts of 
a normal man, but show him to be guided by 
disease and stress. His mind has left its 
moorings and yielded to diseased conditions. 

On my first visit I also noticed that Mr. 
Thaw suffered from a rapid flow of words not 
characteristic of the normal mind He 
showed a condition of abnormal excitement— 
a diseased condition of the brain.“ 


Not Like a Normal Man. 


In the disease you describe how do the 
conditions differ from the conditions in a 
normal man who speaks rapidly?” 

An ordinary normal man speaks more 
or less deliberately on all matters of grave 
importance, he talks slowly, and his ideas 
come logically and connectedly. In a man 
of unsound mind the ideas come rapidly 
tumbling over each other, jumping from one 
subject to another, that at once leads a 
trained observer to suspect unsoundness of 
mind. To me it means that the mind either 
has recently come through or is just going 
into a severe mental storm; in other words, 
it is either the twilight or dawn of a state 
of mental unsoundness or explosion. 

By delusione, I mean false ideas out of 
which a man cannot be argued by logical and 
ordinary arguments. Mr. Thaw exhibited 
what I belleve were false ideas, which my 
arguments coul@ not shake. 

On my next visit to the Tombs I observed 
that Thaw was still nervous, agitated, and 
had the peculiar expression of the eye fa- 
millar with mental diseases. I also observed 
his suspicion of me and all around him. 
He still exhibited the exaggerated ego and 
seemed disposed to tell me what to do as ex- 
aminer rather than follow directions. 

He still exhibited delusions of persecu- 
tien, a condition of revolt against these fan- 
oled persecutione because they were unfair. 
Unttke melancholy, in this variety of mental 
disease there is a condition of exaltation.“ 

Dr. Pvans next described his third visit 
to Thaw Sept. 19. 

“Mr. Thaw exhibited delusions of sus- 
picion, lack of confidence in his advisers, 
and an explosiveness of mental makeup 
characteristic of a person of unsound mind. 
There were no hallucinations. Mr. Thaw 
dismissed the physicians and had an argu- 
— 17 with his counsel which I shall not nar- 
rate.“ 


Again Mr. Jerome Objects. 

Mr. Delmas asked Dr. Evans to state his 
conversation with the defendant on Sept. 19. 
Mr. Jerome objected to this on the ground 
that the alleged statements were made subge- 
quent to the homicide. 

Mr. Jerome said. The statements made 
by a man in prison in his own defense 
are not admissible under any d¢ircum- 
stances. But if they claim tHat the man 
was insane at the time of the examination 
as well as when the act was committed, 
then I am perfectly willing that these con- 
versations shall go in.“ 

Justice Fitzgerald sustained Mr. Jerome's 
objection and Mr. Delmas proceeded to ques- 
tion Dr. Evang. Mr. Jerome objected and 
wrangled over the question until it was put 
ae follows: 

Were the oral statements made by Mr. 
Thaw material in the formation of your 
opinion as to his mental condition?”

Were the conversations necessary to en- 
able an expert to form a correct judgment 
as to this defendant’s mental condition?“ 

“They were not entirely necessary,” re- 


‘plied Dr. Evans, but were highly impor- 


tant.” 

“Now, what was it Mr. Thaw said?’ 

District Attorney Jerome objected on the 
ground that the answer involved unsworn 
statements of a defendant not shown to have 
been of unsound mind. :

Justice Fitzgerald again sustained the dis- 
trict attorney.

_ More Insane Symptoms. 
Dr. Evans then went on to the next visit on 
Sept. 22, at which Dr. Wagner also was pres- 


ent. 

„We examined his general attitude, his 
manner of entering the room, manner of 
thought, and general deportment. He still 
had the glaring of the eyes, was still highly 
nervous, and still suspicious of every one. 
If while he was conversing with Dr. Wagner 
I should move into a portion of the room 
where he could not see me, he would at once 
change his position so that he would get us 
Doth in his line of vision. Again he exhibited 
the exaggerated ego, the air of self-impor-

Mr. Jerome objected’ to the diagram, but 
was overruled by Justice Fitzgerald, and the 
witness was told to proceed. 

“Mr. Thaw took matches and toothpicks 
and placed them so as to show positions, 
which may have been clear to him but were 
confusing to me. I did not think his explana- 
tions were clear or logical.“ 

“What was his condition on that dey?” 

„He was calm, less suspicious, and more 
confiding than on previous visits. While he 
still showed some nervous agitation, and the 
peculiar glancing from side to side as if to be 
sure there was nothing wrong, in a general 
way he was more composed. His manner 
was more deliberate, although he still had 
an exaggerated ‘opinion of his own im- 
portance.” f 

The next visit Dr. Evans described was on 
Oct. 1. This time,“ he said, “ Mr. ‘Thaw 
was extremely cordial, and talked to me like 
a brother or friend. He still, in a modified 
manner, continued to dictate the course of the 
conversation, but not so much so as he had 
done before. He was still quite nervous, but 
there were no such suspicious glances.” 

The eighth and last visit Dr. Evans said 
was on Oct. 8. 

“ We had a protracted interview with Mr. 
Thaw, in which a subject near to his heart 
was discussed. It lasted two hours,” said 
Dr. Evans. 


Positive of ‘Insanity. 

“ Doctor,” asked Mr. Delmas, “ as à result 
of your visits to Mr. Thaw did you form 
an opinion as to the then mental condition of 
Mr. Thaw?”

I am of the opinion. that there was additional 
exciting causes inf the order of stress, strain, 
and ordeals of.the mind which formed a brain 
storm or mental rexplosion which left its 
traces behind.“ 

This brought Dr. Evans to the battle be- 
tween. Jerome and Deimas over the hypothet- 
ical question ‘which has been detailed. This 
legal battle ended the day's proceedings. 

Before adjourning Justice Fitzgerald sug- : 
gested to the attorneys the saving of time in 
every possible way. 

“Time may.be saved,” he said, “ if these 
letters, if they are to be examined by any 
other expert, be given to him that they may 
be read out of court. I would also. suggest 
that if this hypothetical question is to be 
asked again that a revised copy of it may be 
made in accordance with the agreement 
reached today that time may be saved in 
argument.“ | :

IS EFFECTED AT NEW YORK. 


Keith and Proctor Join with P. B. Will- 
jams and Oscar -Hammerstein— 
Means Peace Instead of War. 


New York, Feb. 12.—[Special.}—After an 
all night session a great vaudeville combirna- 
tion was effected today between Keith and 
| Proctor, Percy G. Williams, and Oscar Ham- 
merstein. The new combination is to be 
known as the United Booking Offices of 
America. 

The directors are B. F. Keith, F. F. Proctor, 
E. F. Aldee, A. Paul Keith, Perey G. Win- 
ams, Victor G. Willams, J.J. Maloney, amd 
Wiliam Hammerstein. Officers of the com- 
bination will be: E. F. Albee, general man- 
ager; Percy G. Williams, business manager; 
B. F. Keith, president; F. F. Proctor, vice 
president, and A. Paul Keith, secretary and 
treasurer. 

Since the union of the Keith and Proctor 
forces, Percy Williams and Oscar Hammer- 
stein have been working together in opposi- 
tion to Keith and Proctor. It has been known 
in vaudeville circles that while Williams and 
Hammerstein have been able to take care of 
themselves, they were only able to do it by 
importing foreign vaudeviile artiste at big 
salaries. These foreign artists, among whom 
ig Vesta Victoria, have been such drawing 
cards, it is said, Keith and Proctor felt it wise 
to get Hammerstein and WilHame into the 
syndicate if possible. 2 

It was announced today that fair contracts 
will be entered into between the managers 
and artists regarding the.théaters in which 
they are to play. No salary cuts are expect- 
ed. The combination likely will melude the 
Poli circuit through New England, and the 
new booking agency ‘then will have nearly 
every vaudeville house in the country on its 
lists. It will be able to give artists contracts 
the year around. 

The new combination will make it neces- 
eary for Williams to. discontinue vaudeville 
in the Chestnut Street theater, Philadelphia, 
which he recently secured, in order not to 
compete with the Keith & Proctor house 
there.

Received Attention Through Chance.

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NEW LIGHT ON SOCIALISM 
IN LECTURE AT COLUMBIA. 


W. H. Mallock, an English Authority, 
Attacks Doctrine That Labor Is the 
Source of All Wealth. 


New York, Feb. 12..—-W. H. Mallock of 
England delivered a lecture today on so- 
claliem at Columbia university in co- 
operation with the public lecture bureau of 
the National Civic federation. The lecturer 
attacked the doctrine held by many that la- 


asserted, together with the theory that so- 
cialism meant an equal distribution of wealth, 
was what made socialism attractive among a 
certain class. 

The lecturer reviewed the writings of vari- 
ous political economists on the doctrine that 
labor is the source of all wealth, pointing out 
the so-called fallacy of this view. He said 
the agencies by which wealth are produced 
are three—land, capital, and labor. 

By land ie meant all the forces and spon- 
these there is no dispute. Dispute —— 
only in connection with the agencies supplied 
by man. Of these capita) is ont: but capital, 
whatever may be its nature, represents hu- 
man agenciee that are past, not agencies that 
are actually operating in the present, and 
would be absolutely sterile unless living hu- 
man effort made use of it. It is, therefore 
on the nature of the living industrial effort 
involved in the. production of wealth that the 
whole discussion turns; and this living in- 
dustrial effort is, hy the orthodox economists, 
comprieed under the single name and the 
co ee of labor. 

1 abor be taken to inctude industri 
effort of all kinds, to say that labor is — 
source of all wealth is a platitude: and to 
say that all wealth ought to go tothe laborers 
is Uke saying that all wealth ought to go to 
the human race. We have no foundation here 
for any of the distinctive doctrines of 80- 
cialism. 

“I shall point out when I next addre 
that the varieties of human effort — 
in the production of modern wealth are not 
one, but two; and that these differ not only 
in degree of productivity, but in kind—in the 
nature of their operation: and that econ- 
omists who attempt to explain the production 
of wealth today, while giving a single name 
to two different kinds of effort, are like a 
man who insists on putting his hands into 
boxing gloves as a preparation for taking 
to pieces the delicate works of a chronome- 


ter.

Assertion of the President of Young 
Men’s Presbyterian Union That

The remark was made by Mr. Stevenson 
while discussing the boarding house uplift 
movement started by the Chicago Young 
Men's union, the chief aim of which is to 
plant at the side of every Presbyterian 
church in Chieago a dormitory where young 
men can lve under the best of moral and re- 
ligious influences. The Men's Fellowship 
house, a dormitory of that sort, was opened 
by the Second Presbyterian church recently 
at 1902 Michigan avenue. 


Mr. Stevenson Explains, 

A search among landladies, preachers, and 
room renting concerns generally failed to re- 
veal any one willing to support Mr. Steven- 
son's attack on the landladies, excepting 
himself. He arrlved from Pittsburg in the 
afternoon.

The only 
remedy we see is to establish dormitories, 
where the young men will be surrounded by 
conditions will tend todetter them.“

Chairman Bennett of Finance 
mittee Points Out That Temporary 
Quarters Can Be Rented for Mu- 
nicipal Offices Less Money 
than Is Required to Keep Old 
Building in Repair—Council Will 
Likely Act at Next Meeting.

Under plans set forth yesterday by the 
backers of the new city hall, one Which will 
be in accord with the promised new traction 
system and the new era in politics that is ex- 
pected with a change of administration, the 
city will not only suffer no added expense 
while the structure is in the course of con- 
struction but will economize by it. 

Ald. Frank I. Bennett and other members 
of the council finance committee who are 
figuring on the new structure plan to secure 
a building as temporary quarters which will 
not cost the city as much as the maintenance 
of the present dilapidated building. 

More than $100,000 was spent last year in 
keeping the city hall in such condition that 
it weuld not tumble down on the heads of the 
workers in the building: The members of ine 
finahce committee figure that if this sum is 
used in rent for other and safer quarters the 
old building may be torn down and a new one 
put up in ite place without the expenditure 
of the large sums that always were named as 
objections to a modern home for the city's 
fathers. 


Plan Explained by Bennett. 

My motion made at the council meeting 
Monday ‘night covered the cost of the build- 
ing of the basement and the caissons—$400, - 
000—as' this is all that would be done during 
the year. An additional appropriation that 
would cover the work of the follow year 
would be necessary and the work would pro- 
gress rapidiy,’’ said Ald. Bennett. 

Itt is planned to make the new city hall an 
exact reproduction of the county building in 
exterior design. The work on the new county 
building has progressed to such an extent as 
to show the occupants of the city hall the sad 
necessity of a change and at once, if the city 
is not to be far behind its parent, the county, 
in the matter of a home. 

But in the interior there will be many 
changes. The courtrooms, which will be on 
the upper floors, are to be smaller and of 
sufficient number to house all of the munici- 
pal courts. As the building will be done 
before the expiration of the five year lease 
oh the Kesner building in Michigan avenue, 
the city will save considerable on this item 
alone by the construction of the new building. 


Provisions for the Police. 


Then there is the housing of the police de- 
partment. It is planned to give the detective 


bureau and the First precinct station good 


working quarters, as well as sleeping quar- 


ters, for the men held in reserve—something 
that never before has been known to the 


members of these departments. 
The entire building, it ts expected, will 


‘cost. about $4,000,000. This ie slightly less 


than the cost of the county building, but 
it is planned to save the difference by taking 
advantage of the lessons that may be drawn 
from the few mistakes and extravagances in 
the construction of that building. 

Every member of the finance committee 
who has talked on the subject has expressed 
himself as favoring this plan of securing a 
new city hall. With a recommendation from 
this committee, and few if any objections 
from other members of the council, it is more 
than probable that favorable action will be 
taken on the proposed enabling measures at 
next Monday’s meeting of the council,

Unprecedented Increases in the salariés of 
Chicago's public school teachers have been | 
provided for in the 1907 budget of the board 
of education, in spite of the fact that financial 
stringency has compelled the boafd to re- 
trench in every other department of the 
school system.

This fact was revealed yesterday when an 
official, tentative draft of the new budget, 
over which the finance committee of the 
board has been struggling for weeks 
closed doors, became public. | ‘ 

The document shows that the finahce com- 
mittee; of which a ri are federation- 
ists, has apportioned $5,000,000 for the pay 
roll of the teaching force during the present 
year. This sum represents an ‘iticrease of’ 
$430,000 over the amount set apart fér the 
payment of teachers’ salaries in the budget 
of 1806; and an increase of $343,001 over the

Springfield, III., Feb. 12.—[Specialh ]—Presi- 
dent R. R. McCormick and Attorneys Lind- 
ley and Williams of the sanitary d@istrict 
‘board will endeavor to convince the senate 
committee on drainage and waterways to- 
morrow that the projects of the drainage 
board need more money. 

Senator Clark’s bill, which will be under 
consideration, provides for an increase in 
the bond limit by taking off the present 
$20,000,000 limitation and allows an increase 
in the tax levy from a half mill to a mill. 

The sanitary board anticipates that suf- 
ficient revenue will be obtained from these 
two provisions to dig the Evanston and 
Calumet ditches. It has been estimated that 
the removal of the $20,000,000 limitation will 
allow an additional $1,500,000 in bonds to be 
issued and that the increase in the tax levy 
will produce $2,000,000 more annually. 


Estimate Cost at $16,000,000. 

Estimates for the work to be done in cut- 
ting the Calumet and Evanston branch 
place the total at $16,000,000 and the com- 
missioners have l@pes to be able to have the 
or six years. It is 
expected that some revenue can be obtained 
from the leasing of lands and dock privileges 
and a great deal more from the sale of water 
power which the district will be able to offer 
next summer. 

The president of the board and the two 
attorneys came to Springfield this evening 
and will take the bill up with the senate com- 
mittee tomorrow. The only serious opposi- 
tion which has developed to any of the pro- 
visions of the measure is directed against the 
section Hmiting the fees of attorneys em- 
ployed in damage cases to 10 per cent of the 
judgment. This will hit downstate lawyers, 
and the senators are opposed to it. Some ob- 
jection also has been made to the provision 
which would take the $5,000 Hmit off salaries 
which may be paid the board's attorneys. 


Trouble on Insurance Issue. 

Gov. Deneen’s industrial insurance board 
ig having many kinds of trouble with its 
proposed bili making it obligatory on all 
employers to create such insurance funds 
for their employés. Prof. Charles Hender- 
son of the University of Illinois, chairman 
of the commission appointed by Gov. Deneen 
to study the subject of industrial insurance, 
has submitted to Attorney Charles Hamill 
of the insurance department a memorandum 
of points Which he desires to have embodied 
in the proposed bill. 

Mr. Hamill has been endeavoring for a 
month to grasp the commission’s ideas and 
get them in such shape that they can be in- 
corporated in a bill. He now has reached 
a point where he announces his entire willing- 
ness, if not his firm intention, to drop all 
consideration of the subject. 


Looks Dark for Measure. 

Inasmuch as the suggestions of the com- 
mission are entirely too radical for any prac- 
tical purpose of legislation in this day and age 
in Iinois, and inasmuch as the attorneys 
who have been asked to draw the measure all 
throw up their hands in despair, it is not 
likely that the state will make any substan- 
tial progress in the direction of industrial in- 
surance in the next two years. 


LIEUT. GOV. SHERMAN TALKS 
ON THE JAPANESE PROBLEM. 


Predicts Amicable Settlement of the 
Trouble in California and Says Na- 
tion’s Treaty Is Supreme Law. 


Y. Sherman, in @ 
lub exercises imhonor 
of the Great Emancipator”’ last evening 
predicted an amicable settlement ot the 


Lieut. Gov. 


Japanese problem in California. 


“Sentiment toward federal centraliza- 
tion,“ sald Mr. Sherman, comes and goes 
in circles. We need not become frenzied 
at the spectacle of a school board traveling 
from San Francisco to Washington about 
a difference between the school board and the 
federal government over the Japanese school 
law. I believe states have rights, but they 
are not supreme nor inalienable. The people 
have it in their power to settle whether the 
Japanese be admitted to this country, in 
whole, or in part. 

„The state is supreme in the absence of a 
treaty, but when the treaty is drafted it is 
the supreme law. And the republican party 
will then stand by the treaty as it did by the 
federal government in the days of the re- 
bellion.”’ 

Mr. Sherman concluded his talk with an 
eulogy on Lincoln. 

Col. Clark E. Carr of Galesburg, former 
minister to Denmark, who was a personal 
friend of Lincoln, gave reminiscences of 
the martyred president’s life

TALKS ON CHURCH CRISIS. 


Veterans of the Rebellion Enlo- 
gize Memory of Civil War 
President. 


One of the largest gatherings that cele- 
brated the aniversary of the birth of Abra- 
ham Lincoln yesterday was that under the 
auspices of the Gen. James Shields council 
of the Knights of Columbus in Congress hall, 
Congress and Honoré streets, Judge Peter 
A Grosscup of the United States Circuit 
court was the principal speaker, and, in ad- 
dressing his audience, dwelt for some time 
upon the church crisis in France,, declaring 
the recent action of the state contrary to the 
principles of Lincoln and his dicta against 


the spoliation of property. 

He approached his discourse upon this sub- 
ject with a review of the benefits Lincols 
conferred upon the nation, saying in part: 

„ Perhaps the greatest thing that 
the civil war did was to nationalize life, lib- 
erty, and property. Before the fourteenth 
amendment to the federal constitution, life, 
liberty, and property were within the power 
of the eight and thirty states. By that 
amendment they were put within the pro- 
tecting shield of the nation. Henceforth the 
right to life, liberty, and property were na- 
tional ‘interests. When we look the 
Atlantic to what is transpiring: in to- 
day, in relation to the properties created by 
the Catholics of France value of this, 
our great national ty against! abso- 
lutism and spoliation, nds out onejof the 
mighty bulwarks of American institutions.“

He sketched the history of the relations of 
church and state in France from the revolu- 
tion of 1789, when sheer force sel

PASSES AWAY IN SLEEP. 


After a lingering Illness from Heart 
Trouble Extending Over Many 
Weeks the End Comes Painlessly 
and During Unconsciousness—Was 
a Martyr te His Conception of Duty 
as a Public Official, as He Had Been 
, ee 


Olean, N. T., Feb. 12-—[{Special.)]—Frank 
Wayland Higgins, former governor of the 
state of New York, died at his home here 
this evening after a lingering illness caused 
by heart disease. 

For twenty-four hours before he died Mr. 
Higgins had been unconscious. His death 
was so peaceful that his family around his 
bedside scarcely knew when the end came. 


Mr. Higgins for years had been afflicted by | 


a heart trouble. After he entered upon his 
work as governor of the state Mr. Higgine 
was warned of a serious organic dimculty in 
the heart, but no effort was relaxed and no 
duty left unperformed which Mr. Higgins 
believed essential to the faithful discharge 
of the trust reposed in him by the people. 

In his last hours, Mr. Higgins’ mind dwelt 
ee ee

‘ Begins Arguing Politics Early. 

Frank Higgins—for none in his home town 
of Olean ever called him anything else, and 
probably few knew that hie middie name 
was ,Waylanéd—began to take an interest in 
politics when he was 16 years old. when he 
and his father used to have it out over 
Grant and Greeley. Although descended 
from rockribbed democrats, young Higgins 
at that age had decided to turn republican. 
His arguments with his father waxed 80 
warm that politics was a tabooed subject 
until 1888, when be returned from the Chi- 
cago convention that nominated Harrison. 
Then his father said: 

“Frank, you did a good job.” And the 
elder Higgina voted for Harrison. 


Nominated for Senate by Trick. 
The Harrison convention was the beginning 
of Higgins’ rise politically. Five years later, 
after the democrats had gained contro] of 


‘western New York, he was nominated for 


state senator. 

He was reslected at each succeeding elec- 
tion till 1902, when he was chosen lieutenant 
governor, a stepping stone tothe chief execu- 
tive's chair, to which he ascended in Janu- 
ary, 1905. 

Accused of Bearing Odell Tag. 

During the campaign fer governor Higgins 
was accused repeatedly of bearing the Odell 
tag. Be that as it may, Higgins generall was 
regarded to have given New York one of Ks 
best administrations. His slogan during his 
service as senator: “The state must get a 
dollar’s worth for every dollar it expends,” 
was lived up to as closely as possible. 

His two years in the governor’s chair were 
turbulent. Gov. Higgins, am amiable, peace 
loving man, was pulled this way and that 
by powerful politicians. Hebroke with Odell 
soon after his election, one of the reasons 
being that Odell had referred contemptuous- 
ly to him as “a nice little man.“ Gov. Hig- 
gins caused James W. Wadsworth Jr. to be 
chosen speaker of the assembly against 
Odell's wishes. When the insurance scandals 
developed and there was an outcry for legis- 
lative investigation Gov. Higgins at first de- 
murred, then consented to send a message 
to the legislature calling foran investigation. 


Declines to Run Second Time. 

Toward the close of his term he was talked 
of as a candidate to succeed himself. He 
was urged to run by many re,ublican poli- 
ticians that were not especially in favor with 
President Roosevelt. The governor vacillat- 
ed for a time, but finally, on Sept. 24, 1906, 
issued a statement saying that he had kept 
his pledges while in office and that by doing 
so he had incurred the enmity of those who 
believe that governors should follow the 
dictates of party bosses, and that as another 
reason for declining renomination he needed 
time for rest and to attend to personal affairs. 

Higgins was born at Rushford, N. T., on 
Aug. 18, 1856. His father conducted a number 
of grocery stores. Young Higgins was more 
mischievous than studious in school. He 


was sent to Riverview Military academy, 


Poughkeepsie, where he graduated m 1873. 

He was married in Sparta, Mich., on June 
5, 1878, to Miss Kate C. Noble. T hey hadtwo 
sons and a daughter.
